WHO SHALL BE ABLE TO STAND? 





F. J. Lee, General Overseer. 


There shall be * * * earthquakes in 
divers places.—Matt. 24:7. 

The disciples had asked Jesus, 
when these things should be, the 
sign of thy coming and the end of the 
world. “These things” had reference 
to the destruction of Jerusalem. This 
came in the year seventy, brought 
about by the Roman army, led by 
Titus. 


The sign of His coming had refer- 
ence to the last days upon this earth 
as far as this present dispensation is 
concerned. 


Jesus in speaking of the signs lead- 
ing up to His second coming told 
them that there would be antichrists 
many, and warned them that they 
should not be deceived. These anti- 
christs are forerunners of the special 
antichrist. Jesus said there would be 
wars and rumors of wars. While this 
is the case they were only forebodings 
of a more terrible war. Luke calls 
special attention to these terrible wars 
when he made the statement “Then 
said he unto them, Nation shall rise 
against nation, and kingdom against 
kingdom.” The wars and rumors were 
only forebodings of a greater war 
which was doubtless the “world war”, 
yet there is to be the Armageddon 
war, but this will take place after the 
saints have gone in the rapture. 

Jesus also told them there would 
be famines and pestilences. While 
there has been famines all along, but 
the most serious famine the capping 
sheath of all, followed the world war, 
also the pestilence in the form of*in- 
fluenza now lays in the past. 


Earthquakes 


Now we will speak of the earth- 
quakes. Jesus said these would appear 
at divers places. It is said that the 
average of earthquakes before Christ 
was about one every century but now 
the seismograph records tremors 
most every day. Where? In divers 
places, San Francisco, Los Angeles, 
Japan, China, Jerusalem, Lisbon and 
seores of other places. Many of these 
were very serious quakes. 


While it is true there have been 
earthquakes all along at _ intervals 
since Jesus uttered these words, but 
let us remember that the last days 
have been on since the beginning of 
the gospel dispensation, but there is 
to come a time of the closing scenes 
of these last days, then we may 
naturally expect that the last day 
signs will be more numerous and seri- 
ous. 


The Literary Digest says that one 
hundred years ago Jerusalem was 
visited by an earthquake, killing some 
four thousand persons. On July 11, 
1927 the Holy Lang was rocked again 
by a quake killing 670 people and in- 
juring about 3000. The property dam- 
age is estimated at two million dol- 
lars. Every house was effected. Is this 
the last earthquake Palistine shall ex- 
perience? We will answer no, by no 
means, we know of at least one more 
very serious quake that is to take 
place in Jerusalem killing seven thous- 
and and laying the tenth part of the 
city to the ground. See Rev. 11:13. 
This will take place during the Tribu- 
lation, but let us remember that every 
great and terrible event is always an- 
nounced by forerunners. At this time 
the entire aspect of the country 
around Jerusalem will be changed. 
See Zech. 14:4-5. 





In the past few years and months 


Japan has suffered terribly from 
earthquakes causing the death of 
many thousands, 103,000 at one time. 
Also it caused a vast portion of the 
country to sink and great lakes ap- 
pear in the place of what was once 
inhabiteg territory. What does this all 
mean? Jesus said this would come be- 
fore His return. It means that His 
coming draweth near. 


During the month of May a terrible 
calamity came to China to add to 
their affliction caused by war. This 
calamity was caused by an_ earth- 
quake, killing one hundred thousand 
people. Seven years ago 100,000 were 
killed by a quake in the same _ terri- 
tory. 


The Beginning of Sorrows 


Jesus said that these are the begin- 
ning of sorrows. This being true, what 
is the real sorrow going to be? The 
floods in Mississippi valley have caus- 
ed sorrow and suffering. The hurri- 
cane in Florida caused much sorrow 
and suffering. We cannot begin to 
estimate what has come to the poor 
people of China, yet the Lord says, 
this is only the beginning. My Lord 
what will the end be? We referred 
above to the final earthquake that is 
to come, especially to Palestine. We 
will mention further that at this time 
there will be voices, thunders and 
lightnings and the earthquake will be 
such as has never been since man 
has dwelt on the earth. Rev. 16:18. 
At this time the heaven will part as 
a scroll, the sun shall be darkened, 
the stars shall fall from heaven, the 
moon will become as blood and the 
mountains and islands shall be mov- 
ed out of their places. Can you con- 
ceive of anything being more serious 
than this? Yet it is coming, we are 
getting some foretastes of it almost 
daily. 

The Lord in speaking of Ariel (Jeru- 
salem) said, Thou shalt be visited of 
the Lord of hosts with thunder, and 
with earthquake, and great noise, 
with storm and tempest, and the flame 
of devouring fire. 

Jerusalem is to be the hub of the 
great destruction according to the 
Bible. While the whole world will be 
effected by the great tribulation al- 
most the entire Scripture seems to 
indicate that the affair will be known 
as Jacob’s trouble, which catches 
them after they have returned to Jeru- 
salem in unbelief. 

The Lord says to the church age 
known as the Philadelphian’ period, 
Because thou hast kept the word of 
my patience, | also will keep thee 
from the hour of temptation (the trib- 
ulation) which shall come upon all 
the world, to try them that dwell up- 
on the earth.—Rev. 3:10. 


The above Scripture shows that this 
trial is to come upon all the earth. 
Since there is no evedience in his- 
tory that it has ever come, therefore 
it must necessarily apply to the fu- 
ture. , 

This confirms our statement that 
the entire world will be effected by 
the great tribulation.

Have we 
not preached that God must have a 
tried people? Sure we have, as also 
the Word teaches that the trial of 
your faith being much more precious 
than gold that perisheth though it be 
tried by fire, might be found unto 
praise and honor and glory at the ap- 
pearing of Jesus Christ. 1 Peter 2:7 
and 4:1. See also James 1:12 and 1 
Peter 2:21. (Please notice that this 
trial comes before Jesus does.) 

But Jesus answered and said, Ye 
know not what ye ask, are ye able to 
drink of the cup that I shall drink of 
and to be baptized with the baptism 
that I am baptized with? They say, 
we are able, Jesus says, ye shall. In 
Luke 12:49 Jesus says, “I am come to 
send fire on the earth; and what will 
I, if it be already kindled?” Then to 
make it plain what that fire is, He 
says in verse 51, “Suppose ye that I 
am come to give peace on earth? I 
tell you, Nay; but rather division.” 
Then do we not see this fire all 
around us, we may all expect to be 
tried by just such fire, for a man’s 
foes are those of his own household. 
Then what are the results? 

This trial of fire will either cause a 
closer unity with God or sever every 
connection. Now beloved, do not think 
you can escape, for this must come to 
try us, drive us closer or further from 
God. “For there must be also heresies 
(margin says sects, which means di- 
vision) among you, that they which 
are approved may be made manifest 
among you.” 1Cor. 11:19. Now this is 
part of the cross examination, so 
think it not strange, as Peter says. 
Then what is our hope, our refuge in 
this time of trouble? Hosea tells us 
there is a door of hope down in Me 
valley of Achor. Achor means _ trou- 
ble. Well, who ever heard of such a 
thing, trouble to be the door of hope 
to us? Does the bride have such for 
her portion? The bride, the church, 
was first pure, chaste, devoted to her 
husband, she was beautiful, but she 
went after her lovers and forgot me, 
saith the Lord. “There, behold, I will 
allure her, and bring her into the 
wilderness, and speak comfortably un- 
to her.” Hosea 2:14. “Who is this that 
cometh up from the wilderness, lean- 
ing upon her beloved?” Sol. 8:5. Then 
again we hear the words, “Awake O 
north wind.” The bitter cold wind 
must be endured. “Until the day 
break, and the shadows flee away, I 
will get me to the mountain of myrrh 
and to the hill of frankincense.” He 
speaks of much suffering, with much 





prayer, by the bride which is His 
body, the church. 
Jesus was made perfect thru sut- 


fering. Then if we are called to the 
same and admonished to follow in 
His steps, it behooves us to hurry up 
to the mountain of myrrh and hill of 
frankincense. Was it not in agony in 
the garden Christ drank of the cup? 
Are we able to drink of it? There we 
receive the armour of God. There is 
the very place to fight the arch en- 
emy, for we wrestle not against flesh 
and blood, but oh, the battle is just 
as real. Sympathy is offered in a 
wrong cause and if you accept it, 
then does the enemy gain ground. In- 
stead of being justified by the Word, 
your horn is made strong thru sym- 
pathy in a wrong cause. The enemy 
says to you, the cross has been borne, 
now we are free, duty and principle 
are very small things. Excuses. will 
serve for both duty and principle. 
After listening to Satan, your consci- 
ence begins to arouse. Satan knowing 
how the Holy Spirit speaks to us, is 
soon on the job and as some tropical 
mosquito sings as it sucks the life 
blood, Satan begins talking in this 
fashion, Why should you worry? just 
ignore the whole thing, time will cure 
all things. Your conscience becoming 
seared, you soon begin to think you 
are right, when if God’s eternal word 
were to judge you, you would have to 
acknowledge walking after your own 
way. 

Many battles can be fought and won 
upon this mountain of God. There are 
several passages of Scripture we want 
to notice in regards to the church, 
which we often refer to as the bride. 
We notice in Psa. 45, Her clothing is 
of wrought gold. When the bride hath 
made herself ready then will the, 
bridegroom come. We all know her 
apparel is not of earthly material, 
then what can it be? This golden ap- 
pearel is wrought. Webster says, 
formed by labor. Then it is her works. 
Peter in writing to God’s elect, says, 
“Beloved think it not strange concern- 
ing the fiery trial which is to try you, 
as though some strange thing hap- 
pened unto you: But rejoice, inas- 
much as ye are partakers of Christ’s 
suffering; that, when His.glory shall 
be revealed, ye may be glad also with 
exceeding joy.” 1 Pet. 4:12-18. Every 
man’s work shall be made manifest 
for the day fhall declare it, because 
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it shall be revealed by fire and the 
fire shall tty every man’s work of 
what sort it is. Then as the old song 
goes: 


Should I be carried to the skies 


On flowery beds of ease, 
While others fought to win the prize 
And zailed through bloody seas? 


No there’s a cross for every one 
And there’s a cross for me. 


I must fight if I would win, 
Increase my courage Lord. 

I'll bear the toil, endure the pain 
Supported by thy word. 


This is no time for a compromise 
with Satan. We must live by the Word 
regardless of the opinions of man. O, 
I long to see the day that every saint 
of God will have a martyr spirit and 
can truthfully say, I am sick of loves, 
that is saturated with God’s love, per- 
fect in love. 

When God saved me, washed me, 
sealed me with His Holy Spirit, the 
Word of God became a new book to 
me; and God thru His Holy Spirit 
gave me understanding of the Word 
and when I went to prepare a_ ser- 
mon, I sat down closed my eyes, wait- 
ed on God after asking Him for just 
the message needed and that great 
Teacher, Leader and Guide that leads 
us into all truth would unfold Scrip- 
ture after Scripture, one linked right 
into another. The Spirit is given us to 
bear witness with our spirit, to the 
Truth of God and I must say, that I 
have never accepted any doctrine with 
out first searching the Word.
